market.  Beeves  will  average  from 
ten  to  twelve  dollars  per  head.  No- 
thing can  be  more  valuable  than 
this  kind  of  property:  There  are 

men  here,  who  mark  every  year, 
from  five  to  fifteen  hundred  calves  ; 
and  this  remarkable  produft  is  at- 
tended with  fuch  little  expence, 
that  it  is  too  trifling  to  admit  into 
our  calculations  on  this  fubjedl. 
Cows,  except  barren  ones,  are  nev- 
er fent  to  market  ; but  the  male 
beeves,  at  proper  periods,  are  felec- 
ted  from  tne  herd,  and  driven  by 
land  to  markets  that  are  always  rea- 
dy to  receive  them. 

There  is  no  country  in  America, 
fo  fuitable  to  a young  beginner,  or  a 
man  in  moderate  circumdanceS,  as 
the  Weilern  parts  of  Lower  Loui 
fiana.  This  defeription  of  men, 
have  nothing  more  to  do,  to  fix 
themfelves  comfortably  in  life,  than 
to  purchafe  a finall  piece  of  land  on 
the  edge  of  a prarie,  and  go  to  plow- 
ing immediately  for  corn,  or  cot- 
ton. It  is  true,  that  in  many  pla- 
ces, fencing  will  be  neceffary.  The 
mode  of  laying  out  lands  in  this 
country,  will  always  enable  him  to 
. procure  a plenty  of  the  bed  timber, 
for  all  the  purpofes  of  a plantation. 
Very  large  crops,  however,  hav- 
been  made,  in  fuch  filuations,  with- 
out any  kind  of  enclolure.  '1  he 
next  objedt  of  a planter  in  this  ref- 
pcCl,  would  be,  to  purchafe  a few 
cows,  in  order  to  lay  the  foundation 
of  a vachery.  I'o  fupport  this  va- 
chery,  as  I obferved  before,  as  well 
as  a lufficient  numoer  of  horfes,  ve- 
ry little  trouble  or  expence  is  ne- 
ceffary.  The  praries  and  the  wood- 
lands,  at  every  lea  Ion  of  the  year, 
yield  an  ample  iupply  of  drong  pro- 
vender,  to  keep  them  in  tolerable 
order.
